Dv not let the bale vr hox be exposed to sun or wind an hour 
if you can avoid it, and in planting do not let the roots get dry fora moment. 
In planting make the hole sufficiently large so roots will not be bent or twisted. 
It is a good plan to have roots grouted or dipped in thin mud before planting. 
Plant ene ov two inches deeper than the trees stood in the nursery. Pack the 
soil firmly about the roots and after roots are covered add a bucket of water; 
when soaked away fill up the hole nearly even with the surface, but have the 
soil on top loose. Cultivate with hoe or cultivator every ten days or oftener till 
middle of August. Nothing should be allowed to grow within two or three feet 
of the tree Shorten in branches to one-third of last season’s growth and leave 
only four or five limbs on an apple tree.

PLUMS—In northern part of the state plant mostly of American varieties. 
They ripen in about the following order and are the !eading sorts, though there 
are a multitude of other good sorts: Milton and Wid G ose in July; Pottawat- 
tomie, Forest Garden, Wolf, Weaver, Hawkeye. and Wyant in August: Stod- 
dard, Desoto, and Miner in a Japan and European sorts bore better 
fruit and much more abundant y in 1901 than American sorts.

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It is almost certain there will be a scarcity of nursery stock in the spring all 
over the West. Those who want to order should orler early as late orders may 
not be filled, or only partly filled, because of scarcity of stock. Last spring we 
filled all our retail orders but had to refuse some wholesale orders for about 
- three bundred thousand strawberry plants. 


It is an error to think you will be better served in variety and quality of 
stock by a large nursery, or ove that advertises largely. We know by experience 
that such is not the case. Orders ina large nursery are filled by hired help, 

some of it picked up from hoboes or any one who applies for work, and the 
proprietors or managers cannct give personal supervision to the filling of orders. 
They run short of some varieties as well as smaller concerns. Asan instance of 
it a much advertised Eastern small fruit nursery had last spring 7,000 cash orders 
and could only fill 4,000 of them and these were filled with a good share of sub- 
stitutes. So 3.000 customers were bitterly disappointed, and many others by tre- 
ceiving something different from what they ordered. The sma!ler nurseryman 
can take time to give a pretty close personal supervision to the filling of his 
orders.
